the entire plant was moved to Rutland. 

I he population of Rutland City was 17,6-17 according to the 

1950 census. Rutland is a trading center for over Kii).( Numbet 

ol residence dwellings— 3530. 

I he Rutland Railroad operates both passenger and freight 
service in and OUI pi Rutland. The Delaware & Hudson Railroad 
also operates as a freight earning road in and out of Rutland. 
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Rutland is a icgulai stop on the Colonial Airlines New York 
to Burlington and Montreal route. Negotiations are being cat- 
ried on at the present time in an effort to acquire ait service to 
Boston. 



Rutland's educational facilities have always been ranked with 
the leaders, Public school system consists ol one high school, one 
junior high school, six elementary schools, with a total enrollment 
of 1757. 



Parochial school system consists of one high school and three 
elementary schools with a total enrollment of 1718. 

One privateh owned anil operated Business College is located 
within the City. 

Recreation facilities and the program in Rutland are main 
and varied. The city employs a full-time Superintendent and Asst. 
Superintendent who have developed an extensive program 
through which all age gioups may find enjoyment 

The latilities ate as follows: A swimming pool, eight play- 
grounds, a skating link equipped with lights, a newly purchased 
ski low in operation at the Country Club. The Rotarv Field 
House at the present time is the only building operated bv the 
Recreation Department, ll is used evers afternoon ami evening 
except Sundays. The Madison Street School is being renovated 
l>\ the Lions Club to be turned over to the Recreation Depart- 
ment lor use as a Community Center. 

The program consists ol every type of activity from Arts and 
Crafts to Softball and baseball for all age groups. Special events 
Mich as our annual Halloween celebration. Christmas party, ping- 
pong tournaments, fishing contests. Model Train competition, 
and many others have taken place over the past vear. 

I \t client skiing may l>e enjoyed at Pico, only seven miles from 
Rutland. Lake Bomoseen. 11! miles Irotn Rutland and Lake Dun- 
more 26 miles north of Rutland are popular summer resorts. 

With its central location for wholesale and retail business, Rut 
land is a most desiiahle place for permanent business and resident 
location.
